past. Tho thirty-third Congross came to 
an cud yesterday, and the representatives of 
the thirty-one independent Stales will re- 
turn to their constituencies. 
How 
differ- 


ent were the closing scenes of the last Con- 
gross, yesterday morning, to tho opening 
of ;he first Congress, on the 4th of Jlarch, 
1789. 
When that Congress met in New 


York on (ha tiny appointed for the com- 
mencement oi the Government under the 
present Constitution of the United States, 
only eight of '.he twenty Senators elect, and 
thirteen of tho members of the House of 
Representatives were present. It was up- 
wards of p montli bu(or-) twelve Senators 
could bo collected to constitute a quorum. 
Tin Houtio ol Representatives waited twen- 
ty-six days lor a quorum. 
The votes of 


the ten Stales which participated in the fiist 
Presidential election were not counted until 
Iho 6th Jay of April, and Washington was 
not officially notified until the 14th of April 
—and it was not till the 30ih day of April, 
that Washington was inaugurated Presi- 
dent. 


jVew York, a Slate that did not vote at the 


iirst Presidential election.and which was not 
represented in either branch of Congress at 
tho commencement of its first session, now 
has more delegates in Congress [ban were 
assembled when Congress Iirst met. And 
Ohio, as a State not then known, had as 
many Representatives in llie last Congress 
as there were Senators and Representatives 
present when Congress was first convened 
on llie 4lh of March, 1789.—Transcript. 


Shirt-Malting In New 
York.—The re- 


cent complaint of a shirt-maker in New 
York to Mayor Wood, that shi had been 
swindled out of two dollars by her employer, 
lias brought nut some interacting facts 
louchiw the wages paid to shirt-makers in 
thai city. A contemporary says: 


"The standard price is twelve and a half 


cents per piece, and ihc garment must be 
well made, ai il has to undergo a thorough 
inspection, with bosom and collars, bringing 
from one dollor twelve and a half cents to 
one diillor twenty-five cents at retail. 
The 


materials in these shirts cost probably 
about thirty-aoven and a halt cenU, so that 
the total cost is fifty cents, which leaves a 
clear profit to the employer of one-half at 
least, for the purchase ol the material, the 
cutting and the sale. T\vn ol these gar- 
ments arc no doubt a full day's work, mak- 
ing the extent of the weekly earnings one 
dollar and a half. With this miserable 
pittance many of them havo to feed (ami- 
lies, pay house rent, and clothe themselves 
and children. 
It is needless to say it can- 


not be done, and the consequence ia a large 
amount of misery and destitution." 


The caso referred to was again before 


Mayor Wood on Monday, when the attor- 
ney of the defendant promised thai ihe mo- 
ney which had been withhold should be re- 
funded.

denounce the system as a swindle upon 
those who worn unable to protect them- 
selves, lie added that he was determined 
to break the entire system up, il it took his 
entire time and salary to do FO.
